Every jall and prison that cast thelr
gloomy ehadows over the land, every sheriff and
police otficer, & the answer that the commu-
nity makes to the question as old as man-
kKind itself, and Iu_-.:h‘q‘.a this, and better than
this, every reformatory and amelistory institu-
tion that Llosses this land joinsin the answer
that we give to the question that comes (o us
alimost from the Garden of Eden lself.

In the Institutions of which we are 8o justly
prowd, where the mind s restored o those
whaote reagon has been dethroned: in the asylum
for the insane; In those lonstitutions where the
blind are nlmost made to gee, the dumb to speak,
and the deaf to hear: In every institution for the
roliel of the poor and distressed, we have the
answer of society 1o the question, “Am I my
brother’s keeper?” and in this noble work which
you haye inaugurated hero to-Giglht for those
who have been the delnded and self-destroying
victlms of temptation, that even the most
gifted in our land bring the answer of the be-
nevolent in the Stule of Maryland, that they are
their brother's Keepers. God specd you! God
bless you in this noble work! = of .

In this great world offours, sprining as we all
do from the hand of a common Ureator, bellev-
ing a8 we (o in the fatherhood of God and the
brotherhood of man, every one whom you meet
on your pathway is your brother. Ile may be
poor, he may be penniless, he may be humble;
but they are brethren of the same dust, pilgrims
of the same family, travellors to the same tomb.
If God has blessed you with strength of will,
that you have been enabled to fortify yourselves,
it 18 for you to lift him up from that depth to
which he has fallen and put him upon his feet,
and to redeem him, If rnauilr]u, from o llving
death, worse even than the death of the tomb.

After alluding to the brilliant intellects that
haye fallen victims to Intemperance, Mr, Colfax
continued: —It Is the miser, It is the stingy, and
the penurious, and tight-fisted, who are free from
this evil; it is the large-hearted, the soclal man
who eannot reeist the temptation of the soctal
rlags: the geninl man, the generous man, whom
this tempter finds ite victime, It assails all
clakses alike; youcan find it crouching at the
hearth-stones of the poor, and it casts its gloomy
shadow over the marble mantels of the rich.

I tell you, my friends, there is only one way in
which you can reslst the temptation. There is
only one tali=man, and that is, *“I'ouch not, taste
pot, handle not” the mnelean thing. In the
earlier years of my manhood, when I saw o
young friend who had been travelling the same
pathway with myseclf, when I stood by his bed-
side and =aw Lis soul lecave his body, calling
upon God to damn his soul in his delirium,
for one regolved that I would turn my back upon
it heneeforth and forever. It is the true path-
way In private life, in public life, in social life,
and in individuoal hie.

OBITUARY.

Hev. John P. Dunn.

Rev. John Patrick Dunn, pastor of St. John's
Catholic Chuareh, Thirteenth strect, above Ches-
nut, died at the parochial residence adjoining
the church yesterday afternoon, after a short
illness.  He bad been for many years subject to
a palpitation of the heart, and for the past week
he has bLeen especially feeble, shewing symp-
toms of increasing malady from a complication
of causes, and on Sunday lust he was 2o dange-
ronsly il that prayers were offered for his re-
covery in several of the churches. He con-
tinued to grow worse during all Sunday nizht
nud Monday, and yesterday atternoon death put
un end to his suflerings.

Father Dunn was a clergyman much respected,
and was one of the oldest priests in the Diocese
of Philadelphia. He wae born in the city of
Dublin, Ireland, In the yvear 1805, and was edu-
ented at the celebrnted Maynooth College. IHe
was ordained priest by Arvehbishop Murray, of
Dublin, and after being on the mission in Ire-
land for several years, he came to this country
when quite o young man, and loeating in Phila-
delphla, he was stationed at St. Mary's
Chureh, Fourth street, above Spruce, where he
was agsociated with Very Rev. Dr. Baner (the
then) Father Peter Richard Kenrick, now Arch-
bishop of Bt. Louis, Right Rev. Franels Putrick
Kenrick, (then) coandjutor Bishop of Philadel-
phia, and other dignitaries of the Catholic
Church. IHe built the Church of St. Philip de
Neri, on Queen street, above Second, and Leing
its pastor during the memorabile riots of 1544, he
muﬁe 4 narrow escape with his life from the in-
furiated mob.

He subsequently went SBouth, and on his return
to Philadelphia was appointed pastor of the
Church of Bt. Charles Borromeo at Kellyville,
subsequently of 8t. Teresa's, Broad and Catha~-
rine etreet, and finally of 8t. John's,

As an extempore speaker, Farher Dunn had
but few equals, and the eloquence of hissermons
on Bunday afternoons, with the Instruction to be
derived from them by his flock, caused an at-
tendance at vespers at St. John's which could
not be found in any other church of the diocese.

He was a man of great firnuness of character,
and unnsually dignified. He wue 0 member of
the Bishop's urlﬁn:lr_\' Council, and his opinions
carrled with them welght and significance.
While the entire Catholic community ‘will
mourn his loss, the congregation of 8t. John's
will, in a particular manner, regret his decense,
u8 that chiurch was the scone of his more recent
active labors in this diocese.
